Evening— The S reet Car Monopolies’ In- 
‘difference to Public Comfor'—A Post- DOs 
patch Crusade Against Over-Crowded Cars 
—Ffearful Discomfort of the Passengers— 
Stiff-Necked Corporations. 


The street car companies of St. Louis have re- 
ceived a sufficient amount of favors at che hands 
of the citizens to entitie the latter to at least fair 
treatment at their hands in the matter of accom 
modation in travel. That the people of the city 
Go not receive fair treatment from the monopolies 
who ruin their stfeets ava impair their traffic, al- 
who have ridden on the cars, of no mat ter wha 
line, between the hours of 6 and half-past 8in the 

morning and half-past 5 andes in the evening can 
cheerfully stand up aod make = oath 
to. During the morning hours the 
working classes of the city, the business 
and essional men, every one in fact who 
lives beyond a half mile trom the Court House 
and hus business down town during the day, are 
‘eompetied to resort to street cars as a nore ra id 
meuns ol reaching their destination than that 
ich is furnished by nature. In tie evening the 

bit of riding, which is so strong in Americans, 
causes those Who have been engaged during the 
day to take a car aud riae home. But aside from 
this reason there are tuousands Whose aching 
limbs aud swollen feet prevent them from indulg- 
ing in the exercise of Walkin’, Which they would 
erwise be glad to enjoy. Now, where the

They compel those who are at tber mercy to 
travel in overeruwded cars and offer no relief. 
The fact that only three or four extra Cars are out 
ou the vopular tines is one which should draw 
forth an expression of condemnation ftrom,the 
public at large. Tue Post-DIsPaTcH, which ts 
the people's organ in everyiuug, hereby serves 
notice ou the street car companies that in view of 
the fact that times are hard anu travel is lucreas- 
ing, double the present number of tippers shoud 
be put on, and that unless efforts are mude to uu- 
prove ibe present rate of speed and to accommo—- 
unte the public generally, a long pull, aud a strong 
pull will be made on the law- mating authorities 
to compel them to come to time.

CONVICT LABOR. 


A Talk With the Laber Commissioner of 
New York on the Subject. 

Mr. Peck, Commissioner of the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics In New York, is in the city for the 
purpose of investigating the effect of convict 
labor on the stove manufacturers. A Pust-Drs- 
PATCH reporter met Mr. Peck and had a short 
chat with him on the laborof his department. 
“My department is a new one in our State, only 


having been established about a year. We did 
not have the time or the money to go into the 
general investigation of labor statistics, so we 
chose one branch, which is of great 
unportance ust now, that of convict 
labor and its effect on free labor. Great com- 
plaints have been made, for instance, that the 
manufacture of stoves in the prisons has nearly 
ruined the free manufaeturers, because they 
could not compete with the prison contractors on 
accouut of the cheavness of convict laber. The 
Waves pald convicts average about forty-five 
ceuts, and, besides this, the contractors have the 
use of the State boil . and other valuable 
property free of eharge.> Henee the complaints. 
Several firms declare that the trade in many 
parts of the country is ruined. There is one firm 
in this city, which I have come to see, which is 
serivusly crippled by it.“ 

“Wht manufacturers are most affected by the 
competition?” 

“Well, boots and shoes, stoves, saddlery. har- 
ness making and others. Take axles, tor in- 
Stance; the convicts at Auburn m.uke four-fifths 
of all the axles made in the United States. The 
hat and cap mauulacture was forbidden by the 
Legislature on account of tts effect on the trade.” 

What special phases of the question will you 
investigate?” 

“The effect of the competition on outside manu- 
facturers, the effect on [ree labor—how many 
men are thrown out of employment by it, 
aud also the effect. on Wages. We shall 
also view it from the standpoint of the State, wiih 
er 0 its auvautages add disadvautages to 
the Stute.“ 

see you thought of any solution of the diffi- 
cu iy?” 

“Yes; I have a plan in my head pow which wil 
probably be embodied lu tue next report. There 
are undoubtediy wrongs in the present contract 
system. Evideutly the contractors should not 
have the use of valuabbe property belonging te the 
State without paving ior il.

AN 18128 VETERAN. 
Death of the Son of a Revolutionary Here 
An interesting Stery. 

By Telegraph to the ‘‘ost-i)isvatch. 

NRW YORK, November 15.—Divid Van Arns 
dale, a veteran of the war of 1812, ande the son of* 
the soldier who, on the evacuation of New York 
by the British troops, Noveinber 25, 1783, climbed 
the flag-staff on the Buttery with the flig-halyard 
in his teeth, and, tearing down the British flag, 
which had been nailed to the staff. repiaced It 
wiih the American colors, died vesterday at his 
home, No. 444 East One-bundred-and-twenty-first 
street, where he had lived for the past twenty-two 
years. He was Dorn in this city September 1, 
1796, and was married April 8, 1824, to Miss 
Jane Wilson McGary, who died in 1860, 


He had only one chiid, Mrs. Mary E. Forbes, who 
survives him. On tue breaking out of the war of 
1812, in company with bis fatuer, wuo haa served 
as a soldier 
THROUGHOUT THE ENTIRE REVOLUTION, 

he joined the artillery regiment KuoWn as “Old 
76.“ After the end of the war he gave up his bus- 
mess as asailmaker aud engaged as mate on a 
cousting vessel plying between New York and 
the West Indies. ‘hile thus employed he iwice 
suffered capture by pirates, but escaped. 
His last rescue was effected by the 

States odrig Enterprise, which 

he joinea and ver ved as 
a saifor for a short time. Du.sing his service in 
tue navy he met with au accident from the unex- 
pec eu discharge o acinndn, whereby he lost a 
part of his sca'p and was rendered bald for the 
rest of hislife. In 1837, under the admivistration 
of Martin Van Buren, be was appointed to a pos“ 
tion in the Custom House, in which service he re- 
mained until his death. ‘Uncle Davida,” as he 
was affectionately called by his associaies, acted 
as night inspector of cuxtoms for many years, 
but on the completion of the new barge office 

HE WAS MADE JANITOK, 

his advanced age having incapacitatea him for 
the active work required of him in his former po- 
sition. li was always a source of pride to him that 
up to three weeks Ago, when he was pro-trated 
by the attack of bilious malarial fever which 
caused deatn, he had scareely ever been absen 
from bis duties, be having always refused to take 
the yearly fourteen days’ Vacation. Since 1846 he 
has always, on evacuation dcy, hvisted the Ameri- 
can flag on the baitery flu staff, using, up to its 
destruction by fire at Barnuin’s Museum, the flag 
originally hoisied by his father. One of his most 
earnest Wishes was that his 'ife be prolonged that 
he might de enabied to perform tbis duty at the 
approaching centennial.
